If you apply ‘youth’ to a 
period of someone’s life, he settles 
back to recall the carefree, Huck- 
leberry Finn- like character he 
used to be. In either case, a youth 
is a happy individual. He has 
nothing to worry about, because 
he is not expected to think, and 
worrying and thinking usually go 
together. A youth has few re- 
sponsibilities, because he _ isn’t 
really anybody —he is merely 
waiting around to become some- 
one.” 

He put his finger on one of our 
weaknesses in dealing with our 
problems of youth—how to give 
youth status and not merely hot 
dogs and words. Our problem is 
how to do it without regimenta- 
tion. Said Goodman:

KHARTOUM, Sudan, Oct? 28—

sion has appealed to the United 
Nations to intervene in the Sudan 
on the ground that Egypt's scrap- 
ping of joint rule with Britain 
threatens world peace. 

The commission, established by 
British Governor General Sir Rob- 
ert Howe, sent a message to UN 
Secretary General Trygve Lie 
Saturday asking appointment of 
am international commission to 
help the country attain self-gov- 
ernment and decide its future. 

The message was signed by 12 
of the commission’s 13 members. 
One member from Southern Su- 
dan abstained on the ground that 
he favored some form of au- 
tonomy. 

The members Said they repre- 
sented “the viewpoint of all Su- 
danese”’ with the exception of the 
Ashigga Party, which wants union 
with Egypt. 

Sudan’s Workers’ Federation, 
which claims 150,000 members, 
sent messages to both the British 
and the Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
try declaring they favored Egypt's 
abrogation of the 1899 condo- 
minium convention. They de- 
manded immediate termination of 
the present rule and recognition of 
*“Sudan’s right of self-determina- 
tion.” .

The board of regents of the University 
System of Georgia has reported an enroll- 
ment drop of 3,000 students, from 23,533 in 
the 18 units of the system in the fall of 1950 
to 20,513 this year.

For the Love 
Of the Game 


Sewanee (The University of the South), 
which was founded by the “Fighting Bishop,” 
Lieut. Gen. Leonidas Polk, of the Episcopal 
Church and the Confederate Army, who was 
killed on Pone Mountain near Marietta in 
June, 1864, has a de-emphasized football pro- 
gram. It has been in operation for some 
years. There is no subsidy of any sort. The 
play is for fun only. 

James E. Mulkin, captain of the 1951 Se- 
wanee football team, a senior economics 
major, was asked by the university paper, 
“The Purple,’ to express his sentiments on 
-nonsubsidized football. We present them as 
of interest to those now dealing with “big- 
time’ football problems: 

“A great deal of concern has been shown 
in recent weeks over the sudden demand for 
the de-emphasis of college football, a plan 
that Sewanee put into effect several years ago 
under the leadership of the late Alexander 
Guerry. 

“Much has been said about the effect of 
subsidized athletics on an institution. It has 
been pointed out that in several instances an 
athletic program has virtually taken over a 
college. Other disadvantages to the schools 
have been noted. Perhaps too little has been 
said about the football plaver himself. 

“One of the main reasons that I came to 
Sewanee was to play football. Being small, I 
didn’t think I had a chance at the larger 
schools with a great number of athletes. I 
had heard of Sewanee through its outstanding 
reputation so I decided to try to plav football 
and get an education too. 

“To me, the outstanding point of non- 
subsidized football is that it affords the indi- 
vidual the pure enjoyment of participating in 
athletics—the love of the game. It means a 
great deal to me to know that the game is 
being plaved for my benefit and not for the 
purpose of swelling the coffers of the college 
treasury or of filling the pockets of the coach. 

“Like most schools, Sewanee plavs rough 
football. The practices are gruelling and no 
player finds it easy going. Yet, there is al- 
ways a consideration for the player as an 
individual. Don’t get the wrong idea, though. 
Football is teamwork and not an individual 
effort. But our program is such that it recog- 
nizes the demands made of each player by 


Note that in the last 10 


situation is general and the effects are every- 
where about the same. A decrease in enroll- 
ment means a drop in college income, diffi- 
culty in paying the faculty in keeping with 
the times and other restrictions on edu- 
cational activities. 


However, a further study of the popula- 
tion chart gives cause for optimism. Col- 
lege enrollment may be’ at an ebb now, but 
oh, what a flow in seven or eight years! 
Look at the bar for the wnder-10 group. If 
the colleges can ride out the current strin- 
gency, there’s a great day coming—in that 
tidal wave of children now from one to 10 
years old, the group in which there has been 
a 39.3 increase since 1940. The kindergarten 
and grade schools have already felt the force 
of the blow, for which they were not pre- 
pared. The secondary school systems almost 
everywhere are suffering. 


The colleges cannot afford to retrench, 
not with better days ahead. Instead, they 
must build now to meet the impact when 
the wave rolls out of the high schools and 
into the halls of higher learning. 


A little later the wave will roll on into 
the market for housing and home appliances 
and motor cars. Take a look at those two 
bars on the left, the 60 to 70-and-over 
brackets. There has been a 39.3 per cent 
increase among those over threescore years 
and 10 in the last decade, thanks to medical 
science which has extended the life span to 
almost 68 years. 


And that bracket, too, has made itself 
felt—in more old-age assistance, in the need 
for nursing homes and wheel chairs, in inten- 
sified.problems of the retirement age, in re- 
lieving the boredom of those who quit the 
job with years of physical and mental activity 
ahead. 

People are prettv important.in this world. 
We suspect that most of the world’s prob- 
lems arise from folks. We can’t afford ever 
to take our eyes off the vital statistics.

The FPC now is cleanly 
weighted in favor of the gas 
industry, which has all but cap- 
tured it, in fact.

The 
President has an opportunity to 
restore some semblance of regu- 
lation in the public interest, a 
principle that he constantly em- 
phasizes. 


It was thought at the time 
that the appointment of Mon 
Wallgren was in that direc- 
tion. A close friend of the 
President during their Senate 
days together, afterward gov- 
ernor of Washington State, he 
was picked by the President 
two years ago when the Sen- 
ate rejected the nomination of 
Leland Olds, veteran FPC 
member, who had helped to 
hold the balance for strict 
regulation in the public in- 
terest, which revelved about 
the hot natural gas issue. The 
oil interests beat him in the 
Senate. 


Mr. Wallgren, sibsieieatiy 
designated chairman by _ the 
President in May, 1950, turned 
out otherwise, notably in the 
famous Phillips Petroleum Com- 
pany case. There he joined 
with Commissioners Nelson Lee 
Smith, Claude L. Draper, re- 
cently reappointed, and Har- 
rington Wimberly — the last 
named from Oklahoma —in a 
decision refusing to accept juris- 
diction and investigate rates 
Phillips was charging for nat- 
ural gas to the Wisconsin-Mich- 
igan Pipe Line Company. 

The State of Wisconsin and 
the Pity of Detroit, among oth- 
ers. had complained that the 
rates were excessive. For two 
years the FPC staff had been 
gathering evidence on these 
rates. Now the whole issue, in 
which the future state of regu- 
lation is at stake, has been 
thrown into the courts. Stand- 
ing alone in favor of an FPC in- 
this case was 


chiefly because it is a hand- 


anan, now acting chairman, but 
getting to be a lonely man. 


That reveals how this impor- 
tant commission has deterio- 
rated,-as has happened to other 
federal regulatory bodies. Such 
commissions, which are arms of 
Congress, can nullify regulatory 
laws by their administration and 
interpretation. The interests in- 
volved are aware of that and act 
accordingly, keeping up constant 
pressure, and seeking to influ- 
ence appointments. 


That has happened in this 
case. By refusing to investi- 
gate the complaint against 
Phillips Petroleum, the com- 
mission has weakened the in- 
tent and purpose of the Nat- 
ural Gas Act of 1938, which 
it administers. 


There are a number of can- 
didates for the FPC vacancy, 
some sponsored by the oil and 
gas interests, seme by persons 
and groups interested in effec- 
tive regulation. Senator Kerr 
Dem., Okla.), who was rebuffed 
on his bill, is understood to have 
his skillful hands in the maneu- 
vering. 

President Truman would have 
to go no further in his search 
than the commission itself, 
where he can find a career man 
in the person of Charles W. 
Smith, for 15 years chief of the 
FPC’s bureau of accounts, fi- 
nance and rates. 

It might, of course, be going 
too far to suggest a career man 
who knows the utility field; for 
it has become the fashion in re- 
cent years in many as in 
that of Mr. Wallgren, to fill 
regulatory agencies with politi- 
cal lame ducks. It would be re- 
freshing. however, and an in- 
centive to government service. 
President Truman once went to 
a career man for his cabinet 
when he appointed Jesse M. 
Donaldson as postmaster gen- 
eral. Mr. Donaldson started out 
as a mailman and rose through 
the ranks.

WASHINGTON—Sen. Robert A. Taft’s won- 
derfully unsurprising amnouncement of his cans 
didacy for the Republican nomination has had a% 


least one good effect that Senator Taft did not look for. It hag 
spurred the Republican supporters of General Eisenhower to tacklé@ 
the all-important problem of organizing their forces. Hitherto, thé 
real inner weakness of the Eisenhower movement in the Repube 
lican Party has not been the uncertainty as to the General’s fue 
ture intentions. The real weakness has been the character of the 
movement itself—a loose coalition of local political potentates, each 
with his own claims and touchinesses, each eyeing all the others 
with visible suspicion. 

Now, however, the main groupings in the movement have comé 
together at a series of meetings held here in Washington by Sens, 
James Duff of Pennsylvania, Irving Ives of New York, Frank Carle 
son of Kansas and Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts; -These 
senators, acting either as plenipotentiaries or as principals, have 
reached agreement on certain major points. 

First, the headquarters of the Eisenhower movement will be in 
the General's home state, at Topeka, Kan. The headquarters are 
expected to be opened there rather shortly under the joint ause 
pices of Senator Carlson and his partner, Kansas National Commite 
teemman Harry Darby, and they will most probably be placed under 
Darby’s direction. 


To Open Office Second, what may be called an organizing 

office will also be opened almost immedi« 
ately in Washington. This office will be a co-operative venture, 
where the interested Senators can keep tabs on progress throughout 
the coun try.

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AVERAGE COUNTY SCHOOL TAX DOLLAR IS SPLIT MANY DIFFERENT WAYS 


Students Expected to Benefit From Extra Revenue 


Fulton Schools’ Upkeep Now Takes 
33 Additional Tax Dollars Per Year 


What about that extra bite the 
mew Fulton County tax bill is 
taking out of your paycheck? 

If you've been getting a home- 
stead exemption in the past, re- 
moval of the school tax from the 
exemption costing you 33 ex- 
tra dollars this year. That means 
you're contributing less than 10 
cents a day additional to the Ful- 
ton school system. 


This is what that dime means to 
your children and to the county 
school system: 

The system will have $800,000 
more to spend this year than it 
did last, raising the budget from 
$4,765,355 to $5,503,586 for the 
fiscal year which began in July. 

Of that $800,000 increase, $500,- 
000 will go to teachers, raising 
their salaries to a par with those 
in the city system. According to 
County School Superintendent 
Paul D. West, efforts have been 
underway for nearly five years to 
equalize the salary standards of 
the two systems. 

An additional $18,000 will be 
added to the svstem’s auxiliary 
agencies this year, upping the 
funds for such services as libraries 
and films from last year’s $75,000 
to $93,000. 

The cost of maintaining build- 
ings, repairs, upkeep, and modern- 
ization of old buildings will be 
$625,000 this vear. Another $160,- 
000 will go into transportation for 
students. 

The county will spend $99,000 
for office operation and adminis- 
tration. Lights, fuel, and other op- 
erational costs will run the coun-

FAST GROWING SYSTEM 


The Fulton system is one of the 
fastest growing svstems in the na- 
tion. An average of 4,000 new pu- 
pils a year enter county schools. 

There are 16,448 students at- 
tending county classes this vear. 
When the Plan of Improvement 
begins Jan. 1, the figure wil re- 
main the same since those stu- 
dents transferring from the county 
into the city did so at the begin-

county, nevertheless, is responsible 
not only for supporting these stu- 
dents until consolidation hecomes 
effective, but also for paying the 
pro rata share of summer teachers’ 
salaries for those transferring into 
the city system.

Authority will bring in $1,500,000 
of that. The other $2,500,000 will 
come from eounty school bonds. 
These funds will mean seven new 
schools and additions to 21 exist- 
ing buildings, ranging from extra 
classrooms to new = auditoriums 
and building additions.

PARIS, Oct. 28—One of the greatest problems of United 
States foreign policy today is that of assuring that Europe's 
workers receive a fair share of the recovery that is being 
stimulated by American aid to European economy. 


With regard to political justice 
and erecting a social system 
healthy enough to combat the 
propaganda temptations of Com- 
munism, this question is of major 
import now that the Economic Co- 
operation Administration is being 
transformed into the rather more 
permanent Mutual Security Agen- 
cy. That body’s primary function 
is to co-ordinate economic ,and 
defense spending. But to succeed, 
it must see to it that funds made 
available are distributed fairly. 

A survey among New York 
Times correspondents in countries 
that have received Marshall Plan 
assistance indicates a broad vari- 
ance of opinion as to how success- 
fully such aid has been shared 
emong various economic classes. 
For example, the survey showed: 

In France the Marshall Plan has 
done little to better the conditions 
of the workers.

The situation in West Germany 
is that although German industry

But at the same time, it re- 
fused to go along with some busi- 
ness. spokesmen for elimination of 
all taxes from the index. 
committee said it favored con- 
tinuation of the existing practice 


of including excise and sales taxes ———— 


in the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
(BLS) price yardstick. 

The recommendations high- 
lighted a report by a special House 
subcommittee which has 
been conducting an extensive study 
of the consumers’ price index, 
which it characterized as “the most 
single important statistic. issued 
by the Government.” 

The committee praised the 
“market basket” yardstick, report- 
ing it “enjoys widespread confi- 
dence among labor and maage- 
ment groups and the general pub- 
lic.” 

It recommended, however, that 
methods of computing the index be 
kept continually under review to 
reflect changes in American liv- 
ing standards, that “‘very serious 
study” be given to computing rent 
as a cost-of-living item, and that 
the index be issued on a more 
rigid schedule no later than the 
middle of each month, 

Labor union spokesmen strongly 
urged inclusion of federal income 
taxes in the index.

In striking contrast to the per- 
functory puff of smoke from 
Mondav’s “pee-wee” nuclear blast 
this one rose straight up for thou- 
sands of feet, hanging almost mo- 
tionless in the still morning air.

While thousands (18 of them) cheered Zeke Bratkowski 
and Harry Babcock, a couple of newly prosperous Georgia 
football: citizens, a fellow who had fallen on evil times made 
modest strides toward recouping from a recent personal de- 
pression in Sanford Stadium Saturday afternoon. 


It is advisable to speak with 
reserve in the case of 
Hargrove, who has lived in the 
blinding glare of high-powered 
publicity ever since he became 
a famous kid at Fitzgerald High 
School. To put it sanely, he has 
not found the college circle a 
picnic. 

Hargrove 
outside Saturday 
fought it out in 
Boston College, and won, 35-28. 
His first blast went for 74 yards 
and a touchdown, but was called 
back to the BC 34 for clipping. 

It was still enough to give the 
much publicized boy a dose of 
confidence, and for the rest of the 
afternoon he put out with grit and 
determination when called upon. 
He netted 58 vards in nine car- 
ries, or 6.4 per handle, and several 
of the yards came bY desirous 
running. 

Hargrove’'s long haul was the 
featured play on Georgia's sec- 
ond touchdown, which was man- 
euvered almost entirely on the 
ground as BC stuck to a 5-3-2-1 
defense. The Brat picked up 
only four of the 92 vards hy 
air. But this was before the 
game broke into a wild stab of 
passes and counter-passes. 

There’s no doubt that Georgia 
was looking a future BC great in 
the teeth as Jimmy Kans fired 
from quarterback. He made it 
dangerously close until injured and 
removed in the third quarter. 

“He was the best passer and 
Boston had the best receivers 
we've faced this year,” Wally 
Butts said. 

It was close enough as was, 
énd at one time near disaster. This 
was in the second quarter, 
with the score BC 21, 
Dick Raber made his second fum- 
ble and the Eagles recovered at 
Georgia’s 14. But Red Hill re- 
covered a fumble at the 10, and 
the Bulldogs breathed easier. In 
fact, they drove straight for the 
tving touchdown. 

In the end, it was Bratkow- 
ski and Babcock, perhaps to be 
the greatest battery Georgia 
ever owned. Babcock caught 
seven passes for 172 yards and 
went into the SEC catching lead 
with 25 receptions for 474 yards.

142-71 for a round .500 and 918 

yards. Most of all, his game aver- 
age of 169.6 vards is well ahead 
of Babe Parilli’s conference record.

It dropped the 40 feet with a crash 
that shook nearby homes. 

One of the first to reach the bus 
was S. Q. Bryant, a Negro con- 
struction worker. He and Dezotte 
smashed windows and removed 
four or five persons. 

“At first,” Bryant said, “every- 
one seemed to be unconscious. 
There were moans but no scream- 
ing that I can remember. Then, 
as we kept working, more ana 
more seemed to regain conscious- 
ness.-That’s when the screaming 
and crying began.” 

Among the dead was the bus 
driver, Vane Edward Elshire, cf 
Sacramento, Calif. 

The accident occurred at 5:22 
m. (8:22 a. m., EST) 

The bus, after ripping through 
the steel fence, rolled the 40 feet 
down to a Southern Pacific Rail- 
road right of way. 

It hit first on its upper right- 
hand side. The blow smashed the 
top down to seat level. Every seat 
on the right side was smashed 
to the floor. 

Dezotte pulled a man from the 
Kansas car ahead and sent him 
tc a hospital. 

One man was lying on the bot- 
tom of the upended bus when 
Bryant arrived at the scene. 

“He must have been able to 
craWl out of the bus someway be- 
fore passing out,” he said. 
the rest were still inside.”

Atlanta is a transient’s town. 


It’s a town where not many people stay put for very long. Ac- 
cording to population experts and housing authorities, few people 
live in the same house, apartment, or éven county for as long as 
they do in other towns in Georgia. 


Moving families are termed 
“migrants” during the 
when they leave one county and 
come to another. 

There’s really no similarity 
between today’s migrant family 
and the last decade’s variety. 
Though the farm laborer group 
stays on the move as always, the 


most restless group in popula- 


tion-today are professional and 
semi-professional people. So 
many of these men and women 
“have been changing residence 
lately that some of them must 
be living perpetually out of 
suitcases and hat boxes. 

Most apt to move, according 
to prophets of population, are 
families with small children. 
Part of this great exodus rep- 
resents the younger family’s 
shift from a smaller apartment 
to larger quarters, or from a 
place in the city to a house in 
the suburbs. A great deal of mi- 
gration comes from change in 
father’s job, or from father’s 
re-entering the military service. 

One resuit of family migration 
has been a serious school prob- 
lem. The extraordinary increase 
in the nation’s birth rate which 
has taken place in the last 
decade poses a grave problem. 
In areas where this is coupled 
with an influx of new children 
the problem becomes critical. 

However, with so many 
voungsters on the move today, 
an individual child in a new 
community usually has plenty of 
company among other new chil- 
dren in learning to adjust to his 
new school and his new com- 
panions. Even so, child leaders 
cry warning lately that these 
youngsters need extra guidance 
and understanding at home to 
help get established in their new 
communities. 

If your economic life makes 
moving necessary, then, it will 
pay off in happiness to watch 
for problems of adjustment 
among your children and then 
take what action in the way of 
additional psychological care 
and attention seems indicated.

Boxwood Is a Good Border; 


Investigate Shasta Daisies 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
In selecting shrubs, foliage is 


the chief consideration, far out- ° 


stripping bloom, because the 
blooming period is relatively 


brief, for even among decidu- 
ous plants, the foliage is pres- 
ent for the greater part of the 
year. 

Boxwood is one of the most 


successful as well as one of the 
most popular types here. It 
does not, however, thrive on 
climate that is too cold. 


Plenty of water at all times 
is one of the must requirements 
for the boxwood, and this is 
particularly important in the 
late Fall, in order to reduce the 
ever-present threat of Winter 
killing from dryigg of the 
foliage. Box is a_e shallow- 
rooted plant and should not 
be cultivated. Use a good mulch 
to keep down the weeds and 
help to conserve the moisture. 
Make sure that the soil contains 
plenty of organic matter and is 
well drained. It is wel, accord- 
ing to the nurserymen, to keep 
the boxwood away from tall 
heat - reflecting brick walls. 
Shade, though, is almost essen- 
tial for two or three vears after 
transplanting, in fact, some 
shade seems to benefit estab- 
lished plants as well. 

Two diseases, wilt and canker, 
appear occasionally, Wilt occurs 
when the leaves suddenly turn 
to light straw color with death 
of a single branch or: the entire 
top of the small plant. When 
there is a slow death of the 
branches or the trunk, canker is 
the villain. A pint of plant food 
to 50,feet of box is sufficient, 
say the growers. Merely scatter 
it on the surface of the ground 
and let the rain soak it in. 


GARDEN TIPS. Although 
there are just three more days in 
this month, local gardeners can 
get in some last-minute work 
before checking the November 
calendar for things to do. Re- 
member not to permit members 
of the shasta daisy family to 
become overcrowded. Too much 
shade or too much water at this 
season will invariably result in 
decay of the roots and plants. 
Don’t burn those leaves but put 
them in a compost pile. Daffo- 
dils, dwarf tulips, hyacinths and 
other bulbs to be forced should 
be potted up this month and 
placed in the cold frame. 


DECORATION TIP. For a 
very simple but pretty arrange- 
ment suitable for a dining room, 
living room or hall try this: 
use seven yellow spoon type 
chrysanthemums and some 
sprays of beach goldenrods gone 
to seed, and place in an old iron 
soup tureen so as not to com- 
pete too much with nearby wall

Child Needn’t Alarm Parents 


Slow learning in a grade school 
child is not cause for alarm or 
mourning. This theory is ex- 
pressed by Dr. John I. Goodlad, 
director of teacher-education at 
Emory University. 

“Eight children out 
hundred fail in elementary 
grades,” he reports calmly, “‘with 
highest failures in the first, fourth 
and seventh grades.” 

Slow learning in one or 
subjects doesn’t connect with 
telligence or I.Q., he believes. 

“It’s normal for children to be 
slow in some skills and fast in 
others,” he says. “They may 
have a readiness to learn faster 
in one subject than another.” 

Slow learning has to do with 
the child’s “growth curve.” He 
may lag behind in a subject for a 
year or more, then suddenly shoot 
up and above the “norm,” says 
this expert in the learning ways 
of youngsters. 

“Poor reports are not as serious 
as lack of interest in the voung- 
ster,” he continued. “When ne 
stops bringing home things from 
school, stops showing curiosity, 
that’s a serious sign.”

No “fly-by-night” racketeers 
have taken advantage of Georgia 
GI’s in the six years veterans’ 
schools have been in operation, 
thanks to a special state regula- 
tion. 

Earl Griffin of the State Vet- 
erans’ Service Department reveals 
that Georgia turned down an ap- 
plication from a language. school 
which now is. charged with de- 
frauding veterans at Miami. 
STATE REGULATION 

Georgia has had a state regula- 
tion since 1945 requiring a school 
to be in operation six months 
with an average attendance of at 
least 25 students before being 
eligible for approval as a veter- 
ans’ training institution. In 
the Federal Government passed 
a law requiring at least 12 months’ 
operation with a minimum of 25 
students, 

In the first vears, the “fly-by- 
nighters” skipped Georgia for 
other states which didn’t require 
such operational experience. 

The Georgia private training 
echools for veterans are well-es- 
tablished schools, some of which 
were created as civilian institutions 
as far back as 1900 and which still 
have more civilian students than 
veterans. Sixty-one private 
scnools are training § veterdhs. 
Onliv five of them were created 
since 1945. 

PROGRAM TO EXPIRE 

Because the 
only a few new schools, Griffin 
anticipates the closing of no 
Georgia private schools when the 
Federally financed program ex- 
pires in the next few years. 

Griffin said rigid investigation 
by the state has prevented several 
questionable schools from being 
established. He said he became 
suspicious of the language school 
when he noted the high tuition 
fees proposed. Griffin also felt 
Georgia veterans could get lan- 
guage courses at public colleges. 

The private schools are only a 
small part of the total veterans 
training program. Sixty-five 
thousand veterans are enrolled in 
institutional and on-the-farm 
training in Georgia. Most of them 
are in pi leges and voca- 
tional s on the farm. 
Fewer than are in private 
schools,

Familiar complaints of over- 
fed individuals are dyspnea on 
exertion (they don’t say disp- 
neah, they just pant or puff 
noticeably), feeling of tired- 
ness that makes them choose to 
sit rather than indulge in vol- 
untary activity, rapid heart beat 
and sometimes a tendency to 
doze or nod at embarrassing 
moments. 

The last mentioned tendency, 
I think, is not so much a mani- 
festation of obesity as it Is a 
manifestation of hypothyroid- 
ism, iodin deficiency. But then, 
you know me, folks—I believe 
nearly everybody suffers from 
iodin deficiency and so 1 advise 
a suitable daily ration of iodine 
or iodide for every man, woman 
and child in the country. If you 
would like further information 
about this send stamped, self- 
addressed envelope and ask for 
the pamphlet The Iodin Ration. 

The other complaints men- 
tioned are just what one who 
overeats should expect. Slacker 
flesh or obesity or superfluous 
fat is not hereditary or the fault 
of glands or due to other cause 
than overeating, indulgence in 
too much food, perhaps also in- 
dulgence in beer or cocktails. 

The rapid heart beat on exer- 
tion is a kind of heart failure, 
even from the first time the big 
eater becomes aware of it. It is 
failure of his or her heart to 
maintain adequate oxygen sup- 
ply to the cells and tissues—and 
of course increased bulk means 
the heart must pump more than 
the ordinary volume of blood to 
supply the demands of the cells 
and tissues. 

The disposition of people who 
overeat, to sit and vegetate or 
nod or yvakety-yak or look on 
while professionals perform; 
their constitutional weakness or 
inability to say no to an invita- 
tion to have a glass of beer or 
wine or a cocktail while vege- 
tating: and their total ignor- 
ance of the fundamental princi- 
ples of nutrition, all of these 
factors contribute to their un- 
happy state and it is difficult to 
put the finger on the primary 
cause. 

Medical nutritional au- 
thorities generally agree that 
overeating is the cause of 
obesity or the accumulation of 
superfluous fat. But thev do 
not specify just what food or 
what kind of food the obese in- 
dividual consumes in excessive 
quantity. . 

I’m no authority, so my opin- 
fon may be of little weight, but 
I believe the primary cause of 
obesity in most instances is re- 
fined carbohydrate — refined 
Sugar, syrup or refinery by- 
product known as “molasses” 
today, candy, cake, and other 
sweets made of or containing 
Sugar, syrup or refined white 
flour, white breads, refined 
cereal products known as 
“breakfast food,” sweetened 
beverages or pop, refined white 
rice, refined pale yellow corn- 
meal, crackers, cookiles,

“GIANTS—OLD AND NEW”

Scripture: I Samuel 17:50: “So David prevailed over the Philistine. 


Now and then a person appears who gathers to focus in himself 
all the issues of his age as a piece of glass brings to focus the rays 
‘of the sun. Such a man was David. His life is the drama of life itself. 

The story begins with the trained, cultured Philistines on one 
mountain; the disunited, disorganized Israelites on another. “And 
there was a valley between them.” Into the valley strode a giant 10! 
feet tall. Nobody dared oppose him. We would call it in plain Eng-| 
lish “good horse sense.” The line reads: “All the men of Israel, when 
they saw Goliath, fled and were afraid.” | 

All but one. Out came a young shepherd, a dreamer, and said 
to King Saul: “Thy servant will go and fight.” “He’s trying to show 
off,” his brothers told Saul. “Don’t be deceived.” So the lineup 
forms: the fearful against the fearless, the die-hards against the 
daredevils; the age-old lineup between the conservatism of common 
sense and the radicalism of faith. Only one shepherd boy had the 
radicalism of faith. 

First, David took off the armor of Saul. He took up his sling and 
five stones, relying on his wits and not on his weight. Goliath did 
not have a chance. Men have always won victories by their brains, 
not their bulk. Whenever we exercise our wits against life’s giants, 
their weight is a detriment, not a help, and they ultimately surrender. 

Furthermore, David put on the armor of God. Facing Goliath, he 
said: “Thou comest to me with a sword and with a spear, and with 
a shield, but I come to thee in the name of the Lord of hosts.” The 
battles against life’s giants are won that way. A man who meets the 
giants that threaten him, confident there is a Power within him 
greater than himself, wins the victory time and again. Many times,
